Irom Nubar Pasha, diplomatic repre- 
sentative in Paris of the Katholikos 
or head of the Armenian church, ad- 
vices in regard to the massacres of 
Armenians in Turkey in which it is 
stated that 
"Christian 
Martyrdom 


has at no time assumed such colossal 
proportions." 


The letters containing the advices 


were received by Nubar Pasha from 
"authoritative sources," in Constan- 
tinople and Athens, and contains an 
appeal to the United States, "to in- 
tercede and stop the persecutions." 


Dr. Gabriel, in making public let- 


jters today, said that from informa- 
tion contained in them and from oth- 
er reports he had received directly, 
he estimated that 450,000 Armenians 
had been put to death and 600,000 
rendered homeless or exiled out of 
a population of 1,500,000. 


"What has occurred 
in a few 
months in Citicia and 
Armenia," 


wrote Nubar Pasha, in transmitting 
the correspondence, "is unbelievable. 
The great massacres of Abdul Hamid 
seems insignificant compared to the 
recent atrocities which are without 
precedent in the history of our na- 
tion's martyrology. 
It is 
nothing 


more or less than the annihilation of 
the whole people. 
But Armenia is 


so far away that scarcely anything 
has been yet heard about this fright- 
ful tragedy in Europe and America." 


A letter

source says that Armenians in all the 
cities and villages of the province 
of Cilicia have been 
deported 
en 


masse to the desert regions south of 
Alepho. 


"Moslems have occupied 
houses 


and lands, abandoned by the Armen- 
ians," the letter reads. 
"Those de- 


ported are not allowed to carry with 
them anything. They have to travel 
on foot distances requiring a month 
or two in walking m order to arrive 
at the desert assigned for their habi- 
tation, where they will find no hous- 
es, BO work, no hvhhood, but their 
graves. 


"Let it be borne in mind that the 


persons from 20 to 45 are 
at the 
front Those from 45 to 60 are em- 
ployed in the military convoys. As to 
those who had paid the

sums lor exemptions from militaryv 
service, they have been either exil-v 
ed or imprisoned on some pretext. So 
the'aged, the women and the chil- 
dren only are deported.

School Teachers' Unions. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


U seems improbable on considera- 


tion that labor unions would formal- 
ly approve the 
idea of 
unionism 


among school teachers if the cen- 
tral purpose were to provide a basis 
for maintaining a strike by teachers 
in the event they should ever feel 
disposed to resort to a measure so 
extreme. 
School teaching is so dis- 


tinctly peculiar in its relation to the 
public, being confined to the train- 
ing and educating of children, mor- 
ally and mentally, and it touches in 
results so closely and so deeply the 
exclusive atmosphere of home 
life, 


the fond hopes and ambitions 
of 


fathers and mothers in the instruc- 
tion of their boys and girls—a work 
in which they usually cannot 
for 


many reasons take personal part— 
that the idea of a disturbance in so 
vital a service by a strike of the 
customary industrial character bears 
an unpleasant aspect. 


There are 70,000 school children 


in Pittsburg. It is unthinkable that 
the schedules of study in the various 
grades, that the plans of thousands 
of teachers with reference to the pu- 
pils as individuals and as a body, 
that the whole mechanism of 
the 


Board of Education should ever be 
calamitously jarred out of harmony 
for even a week by a strike. Such 
an occurrence would not only disar- 
range, but probably utterly destroy 
the efficacy of the entire 10 months* 
work of the school year, the great 
cost of which would then also have 
gone for naught. 


It is likely that very few capable 


teachers and labor union leaders look 
with favor on any such scheme of 
unionization. 
The president of the 


New 
York 
Teachers' 
Association 


says: 


"The vast majority of teachers feel 


that their profession is so bound up 
with the progress of society that the 
idea of a strike or any such method 
of gaining their ends would be dis- 
-asteful to them."

" 'By reducing your food and in-
